AMENDMENT TO PROPERTY REGULATIONS. 
[By memorandum No. 329 of the Office of the Secretary, dated Sept. 29, 1920.] 


Paragraph 9 of the property regulations is amended to read as follows: 


9. Sale or other disposition of property in general.—Articles for which the department 
in Washington has no further use, and articles which have become unserviceable will 
be turned over, fully listed and tagged, to the officer in charge of supplies. Upon 
receipt of property thus turned in, the officer in charge of supplies will place the same 
on exhibition, notifying all property officers of the various bureaus and offices of the 
fact, and transfer, without charge, to other bureaus or offices, such articles as may be 
desired, taking a receipt for the same which shall be attached to the turn-in papers and 
become a part of the record in that particular case. The officer in charge of supplies 
may also take into his stock such articles as he can handle and believes at some future 
time may be disposed of in the same way. The officer in charge of supplies shall then 
call a meeting of the board of survey and dispose of the residue of the turned-in prop- 
erty by transfer to the General Supply Committee.. 

When any board of survey has decided that articles shall be sold the sale will be 
advertised by notifying interested parties by letter, circular, or poster. No expense 
will be allowed for advertising in newspapers except by specific written authority of 
the Secretary. When property has been sold the board of survey will pay all expenses, 
take receipts therefor, and remit the net proceeds by postal money order, bank draft, 
or cash to the disbursing clerk of the department or appropriate fiscal agent, to be 
deposited in the Treasury to the credit of miscellaneous receipts. No department 
property shail be disposed of by private sale unless the Secretary shall so direct. 

For action concerning such articles outside of Washington special boards of survey 
will be appointed upon recommendation of the chief of bureau. Recommendations for 
the appointment of special boards ef survey shall be supported by descriptions of the 
articles to be disposed of, together with statements of the specific reasons therefor. 

In the case of articles of equipment at field stations of the Forest Service and the 
Bureau of Public Roads, which have become unserviceable or which are of no further 
use in the service but have a sale value estimated at $500 or less, the Forester or the 
Chief of the Bureau of Public Roads shall have full authority to act in like manner to 
and subject to all the restrictions prescribed for boards of survey, and may delegate this 
authority to district foresters and district engineers, respectively. This authority 
may also be delegated by the Chief of the Bureau of Public Roads to the chief of the 
Equipment Division of that bureau. 

It shall be the duty of each board of survey to see to the destruction of all property 
which it has condemned and ordered to be destroyed. At least one member of the 
board shall be present when the property is destroyed, and when proper destruction 
has been effected shall make and submit to the Secretary a certificate to that effect. 

The transfer of property in the field from one branch of a bureau to another shall be 
made only upon approval of the chief of bureau. 

The transfer of property in the field from one bureau to another shall be made only 
upon the approval of the Secretary. 

The sale of property in the field by one bureau to another is prohibited. 
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INSTRUCTION BY CIVIL EMPLOYEES IN ANY INSTITUTION PREPARING 
PERSONS FOR CIVIL-SERVICE EXAMINATIONS. 


For the information and guidance of employees of the department there is quoted 
below a letter from the Civil Service Commission, dated September 22, 1920, regarding 
teaching in schools where special preparation is made to assist persons in passing civil- 
service examinations. 


The commission invites your attention to an Executive order of the President, dated 
October 13, 1905, which reads as follows: 

‘*No officer or employee of the Government shall directly or indirectly instruct or be 
concerned in any manner in the instruction of any person or class of persons with a 
view to their special preparation for the examinations of the United States Civil Service 
Commission. he fact that any officer or employee is found so engaged shall be con- 
sidered sufiicient cause for his removal from the service.”’ 

On January 13, 1920, the President promulgated an order amending that of October 
13, 1905, the effect of the amendment being to extend to Government establishments 
generally the exemption made recently in the case of the Federal Board for Vocational 
Education. A copy of the Executive order of January 13, 1920, is herewith inclosed. 
It is important to point out that the scope of this Executive order includes those cases 
where Government employees are now engaged in teaching at any institution and 
where approval has not already been obtained. 

It is requested that the Executive order of January 13, 1920, and the scope of its 
application be made immediately public in the department. 

The commission would further be pleased if, as the department has occasion to con- 
sider cases arising under this Executive order, and before it consents to the employ- 
ment by a school of an officer or employee for the purpose of teaching any subject, the 
matter should be referred to the commission for its opinion as to whether such teaching 
is in violation of the order referred to. 

The Executive order, as amended, reads as follows: 

No officer or employee of the Government shall, directly or indirectly, instruct or be 
concerned in any manner in the instruction of any person or classes of persons, with a 
view to their special preparation for the examinations of the United States Civil 
Service Commission. The fact that any officer or employee is found so engaged shall 
be considered sufficient cause for his removal from the service: Provided, That this 
order shall not be so construed as to prevent the Federal Board for Vocational Educa- 
tion, the Medical Department s of the Army and Navy, and any other branches of the 
Government from utilizing the Government facilities and the services of Federal 
officers and employees where such facilities or services may be necessary or useful in 
carrying out the duties imposed upon such departments or branches by law, in-the 
training and testing of disabled soldiers, sailors, and marines. 


In this connection attention is called to memorandum 286, dated July 25, 1919, and 
paragraph 51 of the Administrative Regulations relating to this matter. All employees 
in the department concerned are requested to cooperate with the Civil Service Com- 
mission in carrying out the provisions of the Executive order,
